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UPD, Project Sanctuary team up to enhance on-scene service

A new partnership between law 
enforcement and Project Sanctuary 
will provide greater access to ser- 
vices for the victims for domestic 
violence in the form of an on-scene 
advocate. 

“We would have more than just a 


police officer on scene,” said UPD 
Chief Chris Dewey. 

The Ukiah Police Department, 
Project Sanctuary, The Victim- 
Witness Program and the Ukiah 
Family Court have joined forces to 
form the Domestic Violence Team. 

The team will provide training to 
UPD officers about the services 


Project Sanctuary provides as well as 
telling them how to get in touch with 
an advocate. 

Project Sanctuary Executive 
Director Christine Hance said police 
officers at a domestic violence inci- 
dent have a very specific job to do. 

“The survivor who has been vic- 
timized has a whole other set of 


needs,” she said. 

A Project Sanctuary counselor can 
offer the victim access to safe shelter, 
counseling, legal services and educa- 
tion. Hance said contact with a advo- 
cate on scene can encourage a victim 
to recontact the project later after 
they have had time to come to terms 
with what has happened to them. 


“They already have that relation- 
ship formed,” she said. 

Police officers have the ability to 
file an emergency restraining order 
at scene, but it only lasts five-days, 
Dewey said. A more permanent order 
can take a few days to process.

\ 7 olunteers spent much of the week- 
end inside Carl Purdy Hall at the 
Redwood Empire Fairgrounds dili- 
gently working to put the finishing touches 
on another successful Ukiah Valley 
Christmas Effort, and for Chairwoman 
Shirley Grover it’s just business as usual. 

“I know there are a lot of needy kids out 
there, and somebody has to do it,” Grover 
said Sunday.

The Humane Society of Inland Mendocino 
County is celebrating after four contributions 
this week have combined with an earlier grant 
of to raise more than $35,000 to help pay for 
kennels for the shelters animals. 

Sheryl Mitcham, manager of HSIMC said 
the donations were “the best Christmas present 
in the world.” 

“We struggle day to day to raise money in 
small amounts from many wonderful people, so 
these surprise contributions area a miracle,” she 
said. “They will improve the lives of many ani- 
mals and will be a big morale booster for our 
board of directors and volunteers who work 
tirelessly to help animals in need of care and 
adoption.” 

The $25,000 in donations comes on top of an 
earlier $10,000 donation from retired Ukiah 
Bank executive Paul Shimmin. The total puts 
HSIMC halfway to their goal of raising $70,000 
for kennels for the shelters animals. 

“Mr. Shimmin, his family and his late father 
started the ball rolling with their very generous 
challenge grants, and now it’s up to us to 
encourage other donors to match the grants,” 
Mitcham said. 

Shimmin donated the $10,000 challenge 
grant in memory of his father Charlie Shimmin

MLT buys 
part of Hare 
Creek Beach

The Mendocino County Land Trust has 
entered into a contract to purchase more than 
five-acres of Hare Creek Beach in order to 
ensure public access and habitat conservation 
for spawning fish and coastal birds. 

The beach, which sits just southwest of the 
intersection of Highway One and State Route 
20, serves as habitat up to 100 spawning steel 
head as well as up to 50 coho salmon. The 
beach also serves as a resting and feeding site 
for migratory coastal birds during their fall 
migration. 

Locals have also used the beach for recre- 
ational activities such as sunbathing and surf- 
ing. If purchased, the land trust would maintain 
the beach, both as safe habitat and as a public 
recreation area, securing a 10-foot wide public 
access easement across private land to the 
beach. 

“Public access to Hare Creek beach shall be 
an important feature of the local coastal plan in 
this area which is subject to rapidly increasing 
urbanization,” the land trust said in the local 
coastal plan. 

The land trust plans to work with the city of 
Fort Bragg and the land developer to make the 
easement part of the California Coastal Trail. 

The land trust plans to buy the land from the 
Babcock family which has long owned the 
property. The land trust is applying for match- 
ing funds from the US Fish and Wildlife’s 
North American Wetlands Conservation Act 
Small Grants program. A final decision will be 
made in March of 2008.

Snowstorm blamed for widespread 
outages across plains and Midwest 


MILWAUKEE (AP) — Highways were hazardous for holi- 
day travelers Sunday and thousands of homes and businesses 
had no electricity in the Midwest as a storm blustered through 
the region with heavy snow and howling wind. 

At least nine deaths had been blamed on the storm. 

Winter storm warnings were posted for parts of Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Michigan on Sunday as the core of the storm 
headed north across the Great Lakes. Parts of Wisconsin already 
had a foot of snow, and up to a foot was forecast Sunday in 
northeastern Minnesota, the National Weather Service said. 

Radar showed snow falling across much of Wisconsin and 
eastern Minnesota on Sunday and moving into parts of 
Michigan and Indiana. 

“Everything is just an ice rink out there,” Rock County 
Sheriff’s Sergeant Steve Selby said Sunday morning. 


US Ambassador Ryan Crocker says Iraq 
successes of 2007 mean new challenges 


BAGHDAD (AP) — The U.S. ambassador to Iraq said 
Sunday that recent successes such as reducing violence have 
created a new set of challenges for 2008 — the most important 
being the return of refugees and the struggle for political recon- 
ciliation. 

An equally significant factor, Ryan Crocker said, will be 
whether neighboring Iran uses its considerable influence among 
the Shiite majority to ease the strife that has torn this country 
apart — or instead create further instability. 

“The positive developments in the latter half of 2007 repre- 
sent the challenges of 2008,” Crocker told reporters in 
Baghdad. “There will be the ongoing challenges of reconcilia- 
tion, and if there is a single overarching issue that will deter- 
mine the future of this country that is it for me in one word.” 

Others include the return of hundreds of thousands of Iraqis 
who have fled to Jordan, Syria and beyond — a repatriation 
which Crocker said must be handled carefully “so it doesn’t 
sow the seeds of new tension and instability.” 

Equally important will be finding how to reintegrate the 
growing numbers of Sunni Arabs joining volunteer groups 
funded by the United States to fight al-Qaida in Iraq. There are 
about 70,000 Sunni irregulars in the groups known as 
Awakening Councils — dubbed by the U.S. military as 
Concerned Local Citizens. 


White House, Congress, Fed scramble 
to deal with unfolding mortgage crisis 
WASHINGTON (AP) — After a slow and stumbling start, 
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official Washington is scrambling to try to prevent the unfold- 
ing mortgage crisis from pushing the country into recession 
during an election year. There is a strong feeling, though, that 
the government will need to do more to avert a financial disas- 
ter. 

One former Treasury secretary advocates temporary tax cuts 
and emergency spending on the order of $50 billion to $75 bil- 
lion. Such action could help the U.S. from slipping into what 
Lawrence Summers, who served under President Clinton, fears 
could become the worst downturn since the steep 1981-82 
recession. 

Some Republicans are worried, too. 

From both Martin Feldstein, who was President Reagan’s top 
economic adviser, and former Federal Reserve Chairman Alan 
Greenspan have come calls for deeper government intervention 
to deal with the threat. 

Before it is all over, the government may have to resort to 
measures last used in the savings and loan crisis of the 1990s. 
Back then, it was a new agency to take over failing thrifts sunk 
by bad loans. Today, it could mean a government agency to buy 
up billions of dollars of mortgage-backed securities that 
investors are shunning. 


In sermon, Mike Huckabee makes no 
apologies for religious tone of ad 


SAN ANTONIO (AP) — Republican presidential candidate 
Mike Huckabee made no apologies Sunday for the religious 
tone of a recent holiday campaign commercial and said it is 
important to look for Jesus at this time of year. 

“You can find Santa at every mall. You can find discounts in 
every store,” Huckabee said from the pulpit of Cornerstone 
Church. “But if you mention the name of Jesus, as I found out 
recently, it upsets the whole world. Forgive me, but I thought 
that was the point of the whole day.” 

Huckabee was referring to the ad airing in Iowa, New 
Hampshire and South Carolina that shows him in a red sweater 
in front of a Christmas tree as he asks, “Are you about worn out 
by all the television commercials you’ve been seeing, mostly 
about politics? Well, I don’t blame you. At this time of year 
sometimes it’s nice to pull aside from all of that and just 
remember that what really matters is the celebration of the birth 
of Christ and being with our family and friends.” 

“And I hope that you and your friends will have a magnifi- 
cent Christmas season. And on behalf of all of us, God Bless 
and Merry Christmas. I’m Mike Huckabee and I approved this 
message,” he says in the spot. 

Independent groups have criticized the ad, saying Huckabee 
went too far mixing politics and religion. Others took exception 
to the cross-like image created by a white bookcase in the back- 
ground, describing it as a subliminal message. 


Queen Elizabeth II opens her own 
YouTube channel to send message 
LONDON (AP) — Britain’s 81-year-old Queen Elizabeth II, 
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considered an icon of traditionalism, launched her own special 
Royal Channel on YouTube Sunday. 

The queen will use the popular video-sharing Web site to 
send out her 50th annual televised Christmas message, which 
she first delivered live to the nation and its colonies on Dec. 25, 
1957. 

Buckingham Palace also began posting archive and recent 
footage of the queen and other royals on the channel Sunday, 
with plans to add new clips regularly. 

YouTube, which allows anyone to upload and share video 
clips, was founded in 2005 and bought by Google last year. 

“The queen always keeps abreast with new ways of commu- 
nicating with people,’ Buckingham Palace said in a statement. 
“The Christmas message was podcast last year.” 


Nicolas Cage finds gold with $45 million 
debut of ’National Treasure’ sequel 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Nicolas Cage followed his secret 
treasure map to another fortune at movie theaters. Cage’s 
“National Treasure: Book of Secrets,” the Disney sequel to its 
2004 hit, opened as the weekend’s No. 1 movie with $45.5 mil- 
lion as Hollywood continued a holiday spree at the box office, 
according to studio estimates Sunday. 

With Cage reprising his role as a history buff on the hunt for 
a vanished fortune, the “National Treasure” sequel outdid the 
original, which debuted with $35.1 million on its way to a $173 
million total. 

The previous weekend’s top flick, Will Smith’s “I Am 
Legend,” slipped to second place with $34.2 million, the 
Warner Bros. hit raising its 10-day total to $137.5 million. 

The two action films led a crowded market filled with new 
releases, among them Universal’s foreign-policy satire “Charlie 
Wilson’s War,” starring Tom Hanks, Julia Roberts and Philip 
Seymour Hoffman. 

Directed by Mike Nichols, “Charlie Wilson’s War” debuted 
at No. 4 with $9.6 million. The absurdist romp follows an 
unlikely trio — a congressman, a socialite and a scruffy CIA 
man — who shaped the United States’ covert response to the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan. 


Baby Jesus statue in Florida nativity 
scene gets fitted with GPS

getting a Global Positioning System for Christmas. The statue, 
part of a nativity scene, will be equipped with the device after 
the previous statue went missing, even though it had been bolt- 
ed down. 

“I don’t anticipate this will ever happen again,” said Dina 
Cellini, who oversees the display, “but we may need to rely on 
technology to save our savior.” 

The Mary and Joseph statues will also be fitted with GPS 
devices, she said. 

The devices are being bought using residents’ contributions 
and Cellini’s own money. 


CIA rebuts suggestion it did not 
cooperate with 9/11 investigation

WASHINGTON (AP) — The CIA on 
Saturday rebutted suggestions the spy agency 
was uncooperative and hid from the Sept. 11 
commission the videotaped interrogations of 
two suspected terrorists, saying it waited until 
the panel went out of business before destroy- 
ing the material now in question. 

The destruction in late 2005 of the video- 
tapes of two al-Qaida suspects has upset a fed- 
eral judge and riled the Democratic-controlled 
Congress, which has promised an investiga- 
tion. The Justice Department also is trying to 
find out what happened and whether any laws 
were broken. 

A recent memo by Philip Zelikow, the for- 
mer executive director of the Sept. 11 commis- 
sion, suggests the CIA was less than forthcom- 
ing when asked for documents and other infor- 
mation from the panel, which investigated the 
attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 

The CIA disputed that characterization and 
suggested the panel should have requested 
interrogation videotapes specifically if it want- 
ed them. 

“The notion that the CIA wasn’t cooperative 
or forthcoming with the 9/11 commission is 
just plain wrong. It is utterly without founda- 
tion,” spokesman Mark Mansfield said 
Saturday. “The CIA’s cooperation and assis- 
tance is what enabled the 9/11 commission to 
reconstruct the plot in their very comprehen- 
sive report.” 

In a statement e-mailed separately Saturday, 


Mansfield suggested the commission should 
have been specific about wanting videotapes. 

“Because it was thought the commission 
could ask about tapes at some point, they were 
not destroyed while the commission was 
active,” he said. Mansfield, citing similar com- 
ments this month by CIA Director Michael 
Hayden, added that “the tapes were destroyed 
only when it was determined they were no 
longer of intelligence value and not relevant to 
any internal, legislative, or judicial inquiries.” 

It cites a Jan. 26, 2004, meeting of commis- 
sion members and administration officials at 
which the government offered to present writ- 
ten questions to the detainees and relay their 
answers back to the commission. 

“None of the government officials in any of 
these 2004 meetings alluded to the existence of 
recordings of interrogations or any further 
information in the government’s possession 
that was relevant to the commission’s 
requests,” Zelikow wrote. 

Near the end of the commission’s work, and 
in response to a request by the commission to 
all agencies, John McLaughlin confirmed on 
June 29, 2004, that the CIA had “taken and 
completed all reasonable steps necessary to 
find the documents in its possession, custody 
or control responsive” to the commission’s for- 
mal requests and “has produced or made avail- 
or for review” all such documents, the memo 
said. 

The existence of Zelikow’s memo was first 
reported by The New York Times.

WASHINGTON 
Democrats running Congress 
for the first time in more than 
a decade faltered at key points 
this year as they grudgingly 
passed important bills 
opposed by many, or even 
most, of their House mem- 
bers. When Republicans were 
in charge, they generally 
avoided a similar fate. 

Republican solidarity also 
forced House Democrats to 
abandon a campaign promise 
to avoid new deficit spending 
by paying for new programs 
with tax increases or budget 
cuts. 

In the Senate, Republicans 
repeatedly used their filibuster 
powers to block or weaken 
Democratic proposals. 
Backed by President Bush’s 
veto threats, the minority 
party managed to sharply 
limit the Democrats’ influence 
on a range of issues through- 
out the year. 

The Democrats’ dilemma 
was clear in two House votes 
this past week just before 
Congress went on vacation. 

The House voted 352-64 on 
Wednesday to delay an expan- 
sion of the alternative mini- 
mum tax. All 64 “no” votes 
came from Democrats who 
wanted the $50 billion cut in 
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set, either with spending cuts 
or tax increases on wealthy 
groups. They were dismayed 
that the party had abandoned 
its no-deficit-spending pledge. 

The House then voted 272- 
142 to set aside $70 billion for 
the military in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. Nearly twice as 
many Democrats voted 
against the spending as voted 
for it, because the measure 
imposed no restrictions on 
Bush’s war policies. 

In all, 174 of the House’s 
232 Democrats voted against 
one or both of the high-profile 
measures, an obvious setback 
for a party that rose to power 
last year on voters’ discontent 
with Bush and the Iraq war. 

The Iraq spending bill 
came to a vote only because 
Speaker Nancy Pelosi, D- 
Calif., refused to embrace the 
hardline partisan philosophy 
of her predecessor. Former 
Speaker Dennis Hastert, R- 
Ill., allowed major legislation 
to reach the full House only if 
it was backed by a “majority 
of the majority” — meaning, 
in his case, most Republicans. 

Hastert invoked his rule 
most prominently in 
November 2004 to quash an 
intelligence bill that he, Bush 
and most Democrats support- 
ed, but which most House 
Republicans opposed. 


marginalized and infuriated 
Democrats. Pelosi dropped it 
when she became speaker in 
January. 

Democrats’ inability to 
wind down the Iraq war has 
mystified and angered their 
anti-war supporters. But law- 
makers and analysts say a 
Hastert-like stand by Pelosi 
might have led to a govern- 
ment shutdown or similar 
standoff, with unpredictable 
political results. 

Even Hastert had to bend 
his rule at times, although 
allies said he never complete- 
ly broke it. He allowed a vote 
on federal money for stem cell 
research, which most House 
Republicans opposed, when it 
was clear that Bush’s veto 
would keep the bill from 
becoming law. 

Senate Majority Leader 
Harry Reid, D-Nev., says little 
can be done until and unless 
more Democrats replace 
Republicans in the Senate. 

“We need to do more” on 
numerous fronts, he said in his 
party’s weekly radio address 
Saturday, “but time after time, 
when Democrats have fought 
for change, President Bush 
and Republicans in Congress 
have stood in the way.”

Crime investigation 
remains a problem for the 
police, particularly for 
offenses where evidence is 
hard to come by. Thus the 
availability of DNA testing 
to assist victims of violent 
sex offenses is heartening. 

The technology, a first of 
its kind, will allow doctors 
to produce medical evidence 
proving that a person was 
sexually assaulted. When 
taken in conjunction with 
the provision of a reference 
manual on the Sexual 
Offenses Act for prosecu- 
tors, this may help turn a 
legislative triumph into the 
kind of social instrument it 
was intended to be. 

As DNA Solutions East 
Africa Chief Executive 
Officer, Mr. Kinyanjui 
Murigi, points out, sexual 
offenses like rape and incest 
present a challenge because 
although 85 percent of vic- 
tims know their attackers, 
they usually lack the neces- 
sary evidence to sustain a 
prosecution. It is usually a 
case of one person’s word 
against another, unless wit- 
nesses or other injuries indi- 
cate a rape occurred. 

Efforts to broaden the use 
of testing kits should be 
encouraged to avoid a situa- 
tion where justice is only 
available to the few that can 
afford to procure DNA test- 
ing services privately.

Living standards for most 
Cubans have been in decline 
since the collapse of the 
Soviet Union in 1991.

New primary system 
starting to change tactics 


It was bound to happen: Some smart Republican 
campaign strategist was bound to see the opportunities 
buried in the arcane new rules that party adopted four 
years ago for its Feb. 5 presidential primary. 

Those rules turn California from a bastion of plural- 
ity-winner-take-all politics to a place that will essen- 
tially run 53 separate little primaries, with the leading 
GOP vote-getter in each congressional district taking 
three of the state’s 173 Republican convention dele- 
gates. Another 11 at-large delegates will go to the 
statewide vote leader and three more will be 
unpledged. 

So far, the major Republican candidates have not 
bothered to change tactics to take advantage of the new 
tules. You won’t see former New York Mayor Rudy 
Giuliani or ex-Massachusetts Gov. Mitt Romney or 
onetime Tennessee Sen. Fred Thompson or Arizona 
Sen. John McCain campaigning in West Los Angeles 
or San Francisco. 

They come regularly to those precincts to raise 
money, but never to plump for votes and delegates. 

And yet, plenty of delegates are available. The 
securely Democratic districts of House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi of San Francisco and House committee chair- 
men like Henry Waxman of West Los Angeles and 
George Miller of Martinez all have thousands of out- 
numbered Republican voters empowered under the 
new GOP rules to elect three delegates per district. 

So while the top tier of Republican candidates con- 
centrates on getting out votes statewide, using televi- 
sion and other standard tactics, they’re leaving an 
opening for bottom feeders with low campaign bud- 
gets. 

Enter Ron Paul, a formerly obscure Texas congress- 
man who has surprised political analysts both with his 
performance in debates and his ability to draw support 
and money via the Internet. 

Paul opposes continuation of the war in Iraq, but 
favors using force against the Taliban and terrorists in 
Afghanistan. He opposes the North American Free 
Trade Agreement and amnesty of any kind for illegal 
immigrants. He’s even against continuing to give auto- 
matic citizenship to the children of the undocumented. 
He’d like to end the federal income tax and abolish 
most federal agencies. He opposes the Patriot Act and 
the federal war on drugs, and he’s against abortion 
rights. 

Not exactly the prototype candidate for the districts 
of Pelosi, Waxman, Miller and other liberal California 
Democrats in Congress. But he’s threating to take con- 
vention delegates away from the top Republican candi- 
dates in some of those districts. 

It’s the economic way for a Republican to go. If 
Pelosi’s district, containing 34,000 registered Republi- 
cans, gets the same number of delegates as the Orange 
County district of Dana Rohrabacher, host to more than 
six times as many GOP voters, why not go after what’s 
available in Pelosi-land? 

So Paul supporters with Libertarian-leaning views 
like his are organizing in hopes of becoming a national 
Republican presence out of proportion to their actual 
numbers. 

If it begins to look like they might actually have a 
chance of cutting into the delegate haul the big guys 
expect from California, you might actually see major 
candidates forced to change tactics. 

Rather than concentrating completely on the safe 
Republican areas of Orange County, San Diego Coun- 
ty, the Inland Empire portions of San Bernardino and 
Riverside counties and the Central Valley, candidates 
like Giuliani and Thompson and McCain and Romney 
might have to attend to the long-neglected Republican 
minorities residing in mostly-Democratic districts. 

For it’s only a matter of time now before the top-tier 
Republicans realize their party in this state has created 
entirely new rules. New rules invariably generate new 
tactics. 

Meanwhile, Democrats have had similar rules for 
each of the their last two California primary elections, 
but so far none of them has done significant organizing 
among the usually ignored Democrats living in places 
like Fresno and Redding and Bakersfield and Newport 
Beach and San Diego. 

In fact, the two parties have essentially made Cali- 
fornia into 53 small states, but Paul is so far the only 
candidate to do anything about it. 

Maybe he will have to make a strong delegate show- 
ing Feb. 5 before others take heed and change their 
approach for the 2012 primary. But it’s also possible 
major candidates will realize what they’re passing up 
by sticking close to the areas where their followers are 
the clear majority. 

If they do, there’s even a chance the new rules will 
allow some actual New Hampshire-style personal con- 
tact between real people and candidates they usually 
see only on TV. 

Paul is now pushing the major candidates in that 
direction. If he does well, hell have made a major con- 
tribution to American democracy this year even if he 
never had a real chance at his party’s nomination.

His 3-pointer in the 
opening minute of the third 
quarter allowed him to reach 
the milestone at 29 years, 122 
days. 

“T always like playing here, 
period,” Bryant said. “Last 
year I didn’t have an opportu- 
nity to play and I was upset 
about it. This is my favorite 
arena to play in so I’m just 


happy and relieved that I was 
able to play tonight.” 

Before Bryant, who was 
suspended last year when the 
Lakers came to New York, 
only Wilt Chamberlain (29 
years, 134 days) and Michael 
Jordan (29, 326) had gotten 
there before turning 30. 

Bryant’s last basket came 
in the final minute after the 
Knicks had trimmed a 25- 
point deficit to one. The victo- 
ry capped a 3-1 road trip for 
the Lakers, who headed home 
to host Phoenix on Tuesday.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. — 
Raiders defensive tackle Warren 
Sapp was ejected from Sunday’s 
game against the Jaguars after 
receiving three unsportsmanlike 
conduct penalties. 

Sapp, who was not in the locker 
room after the 49-11 loss, received 
all three of the penalties in a strange 
series of events that started when 
Jacksonville right tackle Tony 
Pashos was flagged for illegal use 
of hands to the face. 

Officials said the Raiders 
declined the penalty, and the 
Jaguars lined up for a 43-yard field 
goal attempt with 21 seconds to 
play in the first half. Officials then 
said Oakland would accept the 
penalty, making it third-and-20 
from the Raiders 35-yard line. 

“Warren was upset because they 
tried to make the call before we 
made our decision,” linebacker 
Thomas Howard said. “That’s why 
Warren was upset. So then a flag 
was thrown and then it was just

wild commotion after that. They 
threw another flag and then another. 
Everybody’s arguing and asking 
why these flags got thrown.” 

Jacksonville’s offense went back 
on the field, but a few seconds later, 
the officials called the first 
unsportsmanlike conduct penalty 
on Sapp. That gave the Jaguars an 
automatic first down, and Sapp 
started jawing at officials. 

Sapp and defensive end Derrick 
Burgess were both flagged for 
unsportsmanlike conduct penalties 
during the arguments. Sapp kept 
talking and then drew the third one 
and the ejection; players and coach 
Lane Kiffin said they were told 
Sapp made contact with an official. 

“It was just too much going on 


and they felt the need to throw a 
flag and they just kept throwing 
them,” cornerback Nnamdi 
Asomugha said. “It just got out of 
hand. The ref said he pushed him or 
he shoved him or something, which 
no one saw. And Sapp even said he 
didn’t do it.” 

Teammates had to restrain Sapp, 
and an assistant coach escorted him 
off the field. 

The penalties gave the Jaguars a 
first-and-goal at the 2, but David 
Garrard’s pass at the goal line was 
intercepted by Kirk Morrison and 
returned 36 yards. 

“I’m not quite sure what it was

Patriots 
set NFL 
records

FOXBOROUGH, Mass. — The 
Patriots set an NFL record with their 
15th win. Tom Brady and Randy 
Moss edged closer to two more 
marks. 

And New England still has one 
game left to reach an even more 
amazing goal: the 
first team to finish a 
regular season unde- 
feated in 35 years. 

Brady threw three 
touchdown passes, 
two to Moss, and the 
Patriots beat the 
Miami Dolphins 28-7 
on Sunday to 
improve to 15-0, the 
best start in league 
history. The old 
mark: Miami’s 14-0 
in 1972 when the sea- 
son lasted just 14 games. 

Today’s disjointed Dolphins (1-14) 
couldn’t protect the record of their 
dominant predecessors. 

If the Patriots beat the New York 
Giants at the Meadowlands next 
Saturday night, then go unbeaten in 
the postseason to finish 19-0, they’ll 
join the Dolphins as the only teams to 
post a perfect record from opening 
day until the clock in the champi- 
onship game runs out. 

Brady has 48 touchdown passes, 
one shy of Peyton Manning’s NFL 
record of 49 set in 2004 and tied with 
Dan Marino’s production in 1984. 

Moss reached 21 touchdown 
receptions, one less than Jerry Rice’s 
mark of 22 set in 12 games in 1987, a 
strike year. 

There was more. 

The Patriots tied their NFL record 
of 18 consecutive regular-season 
wins set in 2003-04. They also broke 
the league mark of 70 touchdowns in 
one season by the 1984 Dolphins, 
reaching 71 before Miami finally 
scored late in the third quarter on 
Cleo Lemon’s 21-yard pass to Greg 
Camarillo. 

That was meaningless compared 
with their 67-yard hookup a week 
earlier that gave Miami a 22-16 over- 
time win over Baltimore. 

That touchdown unleashed jubila- 
tion in the Dolphin Stadium stands 
because there was no longer a chance 
these Dolphins would be the first 
team to finish 0-16. 

Brady finished 18-for-33 and 
threw two interceptions. 

On Sunday, the Patriots were in 
charge from the start. 

They led 28-0 at halftime, scoring 
on four of their first five possessions. 
Lawrence Maroney had the Patriots’ 
two longest gains of the season, 59 
for a touchdown and 51 yards — the 
longest runs of his two NFL seasons 
— and Brady threw a 48-yard scoring 
pass to Jabar Gaffney. Maroney 
wound with 156 yards on just 14 car- 
ries.

Hill leads Niners past Buccaneers, 21-19

SAN FRANCISCO — 
When the playoff-bound 
Tampa Bay Buccaneers decid- 
ed to get some rest, Shaun Hill 
and the San Francisco 49ers 
kept working for another late- 
season win. 

Hill passed for 123 yards 
and three touchdowns to 
remain unbeaten as an NFL 
starter, and Michael Clayton 
landed out of bounds with his 
catch on a 2-point conversion 


attempt with 1:20 left in San 
Francisco’s 21-19 victory over 
Tampa Bay’s reserves Sunday. 

Nate Clements’ 62-yard 
interception return set up 
Frank Gore’s TD catch with 
14:11 left for the 49ers (5-10), 
who beat a team with a win- 
ning record for the first time 
this year. Darrell Jackson and 
Vernon Davis also caught 
touchdown passes for San 
Francisco, which also won 
consecutive games for the first 
time since the season’s first 


two weeks. 

Jeff Garcia passed for 196 
yards and a touchdown 
against his former team before 
coach Jon Gruden removed 
him and most of the 
Buccaneers’ playmakers late 
in the first half, apparently to 
rest the NFC South champions 
(9-6), who’ll be the fourth 
seed, for a playoff game in 
two weeks. Luke McCown 
passed for 185 yards in relief 
for Tampa Bay, which hasn’t 
won in San Francisco in 27 


years. 

McCown rallied the Bucs 
for a late 61-yard TD drive in 
85 seconds, with Jerramy 
Stevens catching his second 
TD pass. But Clayton’s foot 
was clearly out of bounds 
when he came down with a 
pass on the 2-point attempt, 
and San Francisco recovered 
the onside kick. 

Tampa Bay outgained San 
Francisco 434-213, but the 
Niners’ starters were barely 
better than the Bucs’ backups. 


Though 49ers coach Mike 
Nolan’s job is in jeopardy for 
his club’s 3-10 start, he’s a 
master of lost-season motiva- 
tion. Heading into next week’s 
finale at Cleveland, the Niners 
are 6-2 in the final three 
weeks of his three campaigns 
with the club. 

Tampa Bay clinched the 
division title and a playoff 
berth last week, and will enter 
the postseason as NFC’s

Jackson scored 29 points and 
Baron Davis added 27 to lead 
the Golden State Warriors to a 
105-96 victory over the strug- 
gling Cleveland Cavaliers on 
Sunday night.

The defending 
Eastern Conference champi- 
ons fell to 12-16. 

LeBron James, the NBA’s 
leading scorer, paced 
Cleveland with 25 points. 

Monta Ellis scored 19 and 
Al Harrington added 16 for 
Golden State. 

The Warriors, second in the 


league in scoring entering the 
night, shredded Cleveland’s 
defense. The Warriors built a 
23-point lead midway through 
the second quarter, and were 
22-of-38 from the field in the 
first half. 

Golden State coach Don 
Nelson has criticized his team 
for its slow starts, but that 
wasn’t a problem Sunday. The 
Warriors made 13 of their first 
17 shots, including their first 
five 3-pointers, to lead 38-22 
at the end of the period. 

Cavaliers coach Mike 
Brown was whistled for a 
technical foul with his team 
trailing 54-32 at the 6:59 mark 
of the second quarter. The free 
throw by Jackson gave the 
Warriors a 55-32 lead. 

Nelson was given a techni- 
cal 26 seconds later for 
protesting a charging call, 
which was about the only 
thing he had to complain 
about the entire game.

But Crawford scored nine 
straight points for New York, 
and two free throws by Lee 
cut the Lakers’ lead to 91-90 
with 1:55 remaining. 
Crawford later missed with a 
chance to give New York what 
would have been its first lead, 
and Bryant’s soft jumper fell 
in with 57 seconds left. 

The Knicks had a final 
chance, but Farmar stole Lee’s 
tipped inbounds pass and went 
in for a clinching dunk. 

Bynum had 13 points for 
the Lakers, playing without 
starting forward Luke Walton 
(sprained right ankle). 

Bryant was back at MSG 
for the first time since Jan. 31, 
2006. He was hit with a one- 
game penalty by the NBA 
before the Lakers’ game here 
last year for striking San 
Antonio’s Manu Ginobili in 
the face in the previous con- 
test. 

Bryant scored 12 points in 
the first quarter, helping the 
Lakers open a 31-21 lead, 
then became more of a play- 
maker in the second. He had 
five assists in the period, the 
last coming on former Knicks 
forward Trevor Ariza’s 3- 
pointer at the buzzer that 
made it 55-37. 

Along with their no assists, 
the Knicks had seven 
turnovers in the period, draw- 
ing boos when Quentin

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2nd rushing title 
in reach for LT

SAN DIEGO — The No. 3 
seed in the AFC playoffs isn’t 
the only thing the San Diego 
Chargers are playing for in 
their final two games. 

For one, LaDainian 
Tomlinson is within reach of 
his second straight NFL rush- 
ing title. 

While wanting to help the 
AFC West champion Chargers 
(9-5) win and preserve the 
highest seed they can get, 
Tomlinson will want to know 
where he stands in the race for 
the rushing title as the season 
winds down, beginning with 
Monday night’s home game 
against division rival Denver 
(6-8). 

Tomlinson goes into the 
game with 1,311 yards and 14 
touchdowns on the ground. 

Tomlinson’s path got a lot 
easier when NFL rushing 
leader Willie Parker broke his 
right leg in Pittsburgh’s win at 
St. Louis on Thursday night. 

Parker entered the game 
with 1,317 yards, six ahead of 
Tomlinson. Parker had one 
carry for a l-yard loss before 
leaving the game. 

“Its unfortunate,” said 
Tomlinson, who watched 
Chargers fullback Lorenzo 
Neal suffer the same injury 
two weeks ago in a win at 
Tennessee. “Anytime some- 
body gets hurt, it’s just tough 
to go through. He’s going 
through the same thing 
Lorenzo’s going through. I 
don’t wish it on anybody.” 

Tomlinson doesn’t think 
Parker’s injury lessens his 
own pursuit of another title. 

“I don’t know. Guys get 
hurt. It’s tough to stay healthy 
in this league,” Tomlinson 
said. “I don’t know if it takes 
anything away from it. What 
if they were the first seed and 
he didn’t play in the last 
game? That would take some- 
thing away.” 

If the Chargers need him in 
a game in order to win, 
Tomlinson wants to go for it. 
If the Chargers are blowing 
out their opponent, such as 
last Sunday’s 51-14 wipeout 
of Detroit, it wouldn’t be that 
important. 

In that game, Tomlinson 
ran for 116 yards and two 
scores, then sat out the second 
half after feeling a hamstring 
grab. 

He said he could have gone 
back in, if needed. 

“Yeah, I would want to 
know, because that’s some- 
thing a lot of guys take pride 
in, not only myself but the 
offensive line group, tight 
ends, fullbacks,” he said. 
“Yeah, you do want to know, 
especially with the way this 
season has unfolded.” 

Minnesota rookie Adrian 
Peterson is within range of 
Tomlinson. Peterson had 
1,278 yards going into 
Sunday night’s game against 
Washington. Peterson set the 
NFL single-game record with 
296 yards in a 35-17 win 
against the Chargers on Nov. 
4. 

When he was named 
league MVP last year, 
Tomlinson set NFL records 
with 31 touchdowns, includ- 
ing 28 rushing, and 186 
points. He won his first rush- 
ing title with 1,815 yards. 

Tomlinson is on a nice late- 
season run, having rushed for 
439 yards and five touch- 
downs in the last three games. 
He also caught a TD pass.

The offensive linemen are 
pulling for Tomlinson to win 
another rushing title. 

“Hell yes it means a lot,” 
said left guard Kris Dielman. 
“That’s our trophy, man, when 
he wins that rushing title.” 

With Tomlinson sitting out 
the second half and backup 
Michael Turner sustaining a 
shoulder injury, third-stringer 
Darren Sproles ran for 122 
yards and two scores against 
the Lions. It was the first time 
in team history that two backs 
ran for more than 100 yards in 
the same game. 

Coach Norv Turner was 
asked what he’d do if 
Tomlinson needed just a 
handful of yards late in the 
final game to win the rushing 
title. 

’I can’t answer that. That’s 
a what-if,’ Turner said. “We 
could put L.T.’s jersey on 
Sproles and put him in there.” 

Denver safety John Lynch, 
who grew up in San Diego, 
said he’s run out of superla- 
tives for Tomlinson. 

“He can do it all,” Lynch 
said. “Early in my career I 
played against Barry Sanders 
and I thought he was the best 
I'd ever played against, but 
when you face L.T., it’s very, 
very similar in the run game, 
but probably more power. 
Then in the pass game, he 
adds a dimension that Barry 
really never had. I can pretty 
much say he’s the best I’ve 
played against. That’s high 
praise, because I’ve played 
against a lot.” 

The Chargers have won 
four straight and eight of 10 
since their shocking 1-3 start. 

Pro Bowl outside line- 
backer Shawne Merriman 
expects to play after sitting 
out against the Lions to rest 
his sprained left knee. 

“Tt drove me nuts,” said 
Merriman, who leads the team 
with 11 1/2 sacks. “I didn’t 
know what to do. But hopeful- 
ly I won’t be sitting this week 
because I’ve been practicing 
all week.” 

Clinching the No. 3 seed 
would mean playing at 
Indianapolis in the divisional 
round, instead of at New 
England, providing the 
Chargers win their opening- 
round game. San Diego is ona 
four-game postseason losing 
streak dating to the Super 
Bowl following the 1994 sea- 
son. 

The Chargers have a few 
things to work on in the last 
two games. 

“We know we’re going to 
the playoffs, but I think in 
these games we need correct 
things we’ve had problems 
with and get better in certain 
areas and get prepared for the 
playoffs,” Merriman said.

US debt woes increase with the number of 
unpaid credit card bills continuing to surge

SAN FRANCISCO 
Americans are falling behind 
on their credit card payments 
at an alarming rate, sending 
delinquencies and defaults 
surging by double-digit per- 
centages in the last year and 
prompting warnings of worse 
to come. 

An Associated Press analy- 
sis of financial data from the 
country’s largest card issuers 
also found that the greatest 
rise was among accounts more 
than 90 days in arrears. 

Experts say these signs of 
the deterioration of finances 
of many households are partly 
a byproduct of the subprime 
mortgage crisis and could 
spell more trouble ahead for 
an already sputtering econo- 
my. 
“Debt eventually leaks into 
other areas, whether it starts 
with the mortgage and goes to 
the credit card or vice versa,” 
said Cliff Tan, a visiting 
scholar at Stanford University 
and an expert on credit risk. 
“We're starting to see leaks 
now.” 

The value of credit card 
accounts at least 30 days late 
jumped 26 percent to $17.3 
billion in October from a year 
earlier at 17 large credit card 
trusts examined by the AP. 
That represented more than 4 
percent of the total outstand- 
ing principal balances owed to 
the trusts on credit cards that 
were issued by banks such as 
Bank of America and Capital 
One and for retailers like 
Home Depot and Wal-Mart. 

At the same time, defaults 
— when lenders essentially 
give up hope of ever being 
repaid and write off the debt 
— rose 18 percent to almost 
$961 million in October, 
according to filings made by 
the trusts with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 

Serious delinquencies also 
are up sharply: Some of the 
nation’s biggest lenders — 
including Advanta, GE 
Money Bank and HSBC — 
reported increases of 50 per- 
cent or more in the value of 
accounts that were at least 90 
days delinquent when com- 
pared with the same period a 
year ago. 


The AP analyzed data rep- 
resenting about 325 million 
individual accounts held in 
trusts that were created by 
credit card issuers in order to 
sell the debt to investors — 
similar to how many banks 
packaged and sold subprime 
mortgage loans. Together, 
they represent about 45 per- 
cent of the $920 billion the 
Federal Reserve counts as 
credit card debt owed by 
Americans. 

Until recently, credit card 
default rates had been running 
close to record lows, provid- 
ing one of the few profit 
growth areas for the nation’s 
banks, which continue to 
flood Americans’ mailboxes 
with billions of letters month- 
ly offering easy sign-ups for 
new plastic. 

Even after the recent spike 
in bad loans, the credit card 
business is still quite lucra- 
tive, thanks to interest rates 
that can run as high as 36 per- 
cent, plus late fees and other 
penalties. 

But what is coming into 
sharper focus from the 
detailed monthly SEC filings 
from the trusts is a snapshot of 
the worrisome state of 
Americans’ ability to juggle 
growing and expensive credit 
card debt. 

The trend carried into 
November. As of Friday, all of 
the trusts that filed reports for 
the month show increases in 
both delinquencies and 
defaults over November 2006, 
and many show sequential 
increases from October. 

Discover accounts 30 days 
or more delinquent jumped 
25,716 from November 2006 
and had increased 6,000 
between October and 
November this year. 

Many economists expect 
delinquencies and defaults to 
rise further after the holiday 
shopping season. 

Mark Zandi, chief econo- 
mist and co-founder of 
Moody’s Economy.com Inc., 
cited mounting mortgage 
problems that began after this 
summer’s subprime financial 
shock as one of the culprits, as 
well as a weakening job mar- 
ket in the Midwest, South and 
parts of the West, where real- 
estate markets have been par- 
ticularly hard hit. 


“Credit card quality will 
continue to erode throughout 
next year,” Zandi said. 

Economists also cite 
America’s long-standing atti- 
tude that debt — even high- 
interest credit card debt — is 
not a big deal. 

“The desires of consumers 
to want, want, want, spend, 
spend, spend — it’s the fabric 
of our nation,” said Howard 
Dvorkin, founder of 
Consolidated Credit 
Counseling Services in Fort 
Lauderdale, Fla., which has 
advised more than 5 million 
people in debt. “But you 
always have to pay the piper, 
and that can be a very painful 
process.” 

Filing for bankruptcy is no 
longer a solution for many 
Americans because of a 2005 
change to federal law that 
made it harder to walk away 
from debt. Those with above- 
average incomes are barred 
from declaring Chapter 7 — 
where debts can be wiped out 
entirely — except under spe- 
cial circumstances and must 
instead file a repayment plan 
under the more restrictive 
Chapter 13. 

Personal finance coaches 
say the problem is most grave 
for individuals who are 
months delinquent or already 
in default — like Kenneth 
McGuinness, a postal clerk 
from Flushing, N.Y. 

His credit card struggles 
began nine years ago, when he 
charged his son’s college 
tuition and books. He thought 
he was being clever: His cred- 
it card’s 6 percent “teaser” 
interest rate was lower than 
the 8.6 percent interest on a 
college loan. 

McGuinness, 61, soon 
began using Citibank and 
Chase cards for food, dental 
work and copays on doctor 
visits and minor surgeries. 
Interest rates surged to 30 per- 
cent. Now he’s $37,000 in 
debt and plans to file for bank- 
ruptcy in February. 

“T tried to pay what I could 
and go after the high-interest 
accounts first,” McGuinness 
said. “But it just kept getting 
higher and higher, and with 
late charges and surcharges I 
was going backward.” 

In the wake of the jump in 
defaults on subprime mort- 


gage loans made to borrowers 
with poor credit histories, 
banks have been less willing 
to allow consumers to consol- 
idate credit card debt into 
home equity loans or refi- 
nanced mortgages. That is 
leaving some with no option 
but to miss payments, econo- 
mists said. 

Investors also are backing 
away from buying securitized 
credit-card debt, said Moshe 
Orenbuch, managing director 
at Credit Suisse. But that 
probably has more to do with 
concerns about the overall 
health of the U.S. economy, he 
said. 

“It’s been getting tougher 
to finance any kind of struc- 
tured finance — mortgages, 
automobile loans, credit cards, 
student loans,” said Orenbuch, 
who specializes in the credit 
industry. 

Capital One Financial 
Corp. reported that delinquen- 
cies and defaults are highest in 
regions where troubled mort- 
gages are concentrated, 
including California and 
Florida. 

Capital One spokeswoman 
Julie Rakes said the increase 
in delinquencies could be due 
to an accounting change last 
summer, which shortened the 
grace period between when 
statements were issued and 
the due date. 

Capital One also reported 
that the number of accounts 
90 days or more in arrears had 
increased between October 
and November. More than 1.2 
million of Capital One’s 30 
million accounts were either 
delinquent or in default. 

Many personal financial 
coaches expect this trend to 
accelerate in 2008 — particu- 
larly among people who took 
out untraditional loans whose 
interest rate has risen, requir- 
ing owners to pay mortgages 
several hundred dollars more 
than just a year ago. 

“You’re looking at more 
and more distress — con- 
sumers desperately trying to 
preserve their credit lines, but 
there’s nowhere else to go,” 
said Robert Manning, director 
of the Center for Consumer 
Financial Services at 
Rochester Institute of 
Technology. “It’s like a game 
of dominoes.” 


Service 
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An advocate can help the 
victim start that process, 
which might otherwise be 
stalled a couple of days while 
the victim trys to get into con- 
tact with someone. 

“We hope this will reduce 
that gap,” Dewey said. “Or 
remove it entirely.”

stances. 

“Oftentimes counseling 
and the planning of life after 
the event is the most impor- 
tant,” Hance said. 

At present, the program is 
being run with no additional 
funds from either UPD or 
Project Sanctuary. The pro- 
gram will be available during 
Project Sanctuary’s office 
hours of 8:30 a.m. until 4:30 
p.m. but Hance said it will be 


a “pilot program.” 

“We’re starting small to try 
and learn our lessons,” Dewey 
said. 

In time, Dewey said he 
hoped the success of the pro- 
gram would allow the task 
force to get more funding and 
expand to run 24-hours a day 
and operate countywide. 

“We’ll look for funding 
resources aS we are success- 


ful,” Dewey said. 

Project Sanctuary is a com- 
munity supported organiza- 
tion that receives much of it’s 
funding through grants and 
donations. 

“We’re a very lean organi- 
zation and we’re trying to 
cover an array of services,” 
Hance said. “We are always 
looking for more money.”

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Truckee officials seek to

TRUCKEE (AP) — Truckee town officials are exploring 
ways to reduce lighting in order to ensure the stars continue to 


shine brightly overhead.

“I think the bumper sticker, ‘The stars shine brighter in 
Truckee’ is funny. It should say the stars used to shine brighter,” 
said Eric Larusson, a night-sky standards advocate and former 
planning commissioner. “It’s an aesthetic thing — quality of 


life.” 


In updating its development code, Hall said Truckee would 
use information from the International Dark-Sky Association 
and other cities with standards already in place. 

Truckee also probably will work with neighboring jurisdic- 
tions to keep collective light pollution low, he said. 

“You don’t see many streetlights in Truckee,” Hall said. 
“When they come up in new developments, the public over-
